Lisbon, Feb. 7.—(Special.)—A num­ 
ber of grand jury victims were 
ar­ 
raigned in court yesterday afternoon 
and sentences were imposed as fol­ 
lows: 
Edward Hicklin, of Lisbon, pleaded 
guilty to furnishing liquor in each of 
two indictments and was fined $25 and 
costs in each. A third case was nol- 
lied. 
Claud Hasbrouck proprietor of the 
Cowan House, had six indictments re­ 
turned against him for selling to Em 
met Long, an habitual. He pleaded 
guilty to three and was given $20 and 
costs on each. 
Joseph Vaughn, bartender for Pierce 
Burbick, was arraigned on three in 
dlctments charging him with selling 
liquor unlawfully. He was fined $25 
and costs in each case and one case 
was collied. 
C. C. Davids, of Wellsville, was here 
last term charged with selling to mi 
nors, and Judge Hole gave him $40 
and costs in one case. 
Samuel Brubaker, of Wellsville, was 
Indicted for selling to a minor. 
He 
pleaded guilty and was fined $15 and 
costs and given 15 days in jail. 
John Adams, a farmer of West town­ 
ship, who resides on the McKinley 
farm, testified that he kept a barrel 
of whisky on his farm, but had sold a 
Quantity of it a number of times to 
neighbors. He was fined $75 and costs 
and one day in the county jail. 
Dominick Ferra, of Wellsville, was 
Indicted for shooting with intent to 
kill, and was sentenced to one year in 
the penitentiary* 
Edward McCoy, of Lisbon, was in­ 
dicted with having furnished liquor to 
Frank Adams, Jr., and was fined $15 
and costs. 
Samuel King, of Lisbon, furnished 
liquor to Rollin Jones, a minor and he 
was fined $30 and costs. 
George Taylor came here a short 
time ago from Pennsylvania and was 
unacquainted with the habits of Win­ 
field Van Fossan, an alleged habitual. 
One case of furnishing for him was 
collied. 
Michael Moister, of Lisbon, pleaded 
guilty to furnishing liquor to Denver 
Dewell, 12-year-old boy. He was fined 
$50 and costs and committed to the 
workhouse until paid. 
James Walters, of Wellsville, 
fur­ 
nished one Frank Hamilton with liq­ 
uor and was fined $50 and costs.

fiction, Edison, partly from inclination, 
partly from over-consciousness,

as Burton's Anatomy of Melancholy, 
Gibbon’s Decline and Fall of the Eo­ 
nian Empire, Hume’s H istory of Eng­ 
land and History of the Reformation. 
We are justified in the reference that 
through such books as these, no boy, 
however remarkable, 
waded without 
the encouragement and companionship 
of the woman who could bestow not 
only the instructor’s gift, 
but 
the 
mother’s sympathy and love. 
ft was Samuel Johnson's mother to 
whom he said in his last letter: "You 
have been the best mother, and, I be­ 
lieve, the best woman In the world. 
I thank you for your indulgence to me, 
and beg forgiveness of all that I have 
done ill, and of all that I have omitted 
to do well.” It was to defray her fu­ 
neral expenses that in the evenings 
of one week he wrote Rasselas, for 
"Inch he received five hundred 
dol­ 
lars. 


TV’hop Hall speaks of his m other’s 
l'f° as saint-like. Never any lips so 
preached piety, never any soul that 
more accurately practiced it. He gave 
ber credit for much of the character 
nn ‘ influence that made him a power 
fn the church. 


"A Model for Mothers.” 
It was Garibaldi who says of his 
mother, a woman of humble station: 
‘‘She was a model for mothers. 
Her 
tender affection for me has, perhaps 
been excessive; but I do not owe to 
her love, to her angel-like character, 
the little good that belongs to mine? 
Often, amidst the most arduous scenes 
of my tumultous life, when 
I 
have 
passed unharmed through the break­ 
ers of the ocean or the hailstorms of 
battle, she has seemed present with 
me. I have, in fancy, seen her on her 
knees before the Most High—my dear 
m other!—imploring for the life of her 
son, and I have believed in the effica­ 
cy of her prayers.” 
"Give 
me 
the 
mothers of the nation to educate, and 
you may do what you like with the 
boys,” was one of his favorite max­ 
ims. 
In all the touching examples of the 
influence of motherhood, there is no 
story more tender than that of 
the 
devotion and the prayers that were re­ 
warded finally by the conversion of 
St. Augustine. 
The heart-communion 
of son and m other was Indeed "a fel 
lowship of kindred minds.” 
The Mother of Napoleon. 
The mother of Napoleon Bonaparte 
was the mother also of 12 other chil 
drenT eight of whom were living when 
she was left a widow, at the age of 35 
Napoleon said of her: 
"She 
man 
aged everything, provided for every­ 
thing with a prudence 
which 
could 
neither have been expected from her 
sex nor from her age. 
She watched 
over us with a solicitude unexampled 
Every low sentiment, every ungener 


o h s affection was discouraged and dis­ 
carded. She suffered nothing but that 
which was grand and elevated to take 
root in our youthful understandings 
She abhorred falsehood, and would not 
tolerate 
the slightest act of disobe­ 
dience. None of our faults were over­ 
looked. 
Losses, 
privations, 
fatigue 
had no effect upon her. 
She endured 
all, braved all. She had the energy of 
a man, combined with the gentleness 
and delicacy of a woman.” 
Such was Napoleon’s love for her 
th at he confessed to his friend, when 
in exile at St. Helena, th at in all his 
vicissitudes, once only had he been 
tempted to suicide, from which he was 
saved by a loan of a sum of money 
from a friend, which sum he sent at 
once to relieve the distress of his 
mother.

The fact of the matter is that every 
paint mark on an Indian’a face la a 
sign with a definite meaning which 
other Indians may read. When an In­ 
dian puts on his full war paint, he 
| decks himself not only with his own 
i Individual honors and distinctions won 
by his own bravery, bat alto with the 
special honorsi of bls family or tribe. 
He may possess one mark of distinc­ 
tion only or many. In fact, be may be 
so well off In this respect that. Uke 
some English noblemen, he la able to 
don a new distinction for every occa­ 
sion. Sometimes he win wear aU his 
honors at one time. 
Among the Indian tribes la one desig­ 
nated by the symbol of the dogfish, 
painted In red on the face. The vari­ 
ous parts of the fish are scattered 
heterogeneously on the surface of tho 
face; the peculiarly loug scout Is paint­ 
ed on the forehead, the gills are repre­ 
sented by two curved lines below the 
eyes, while the tat! Is shown as cut in 
two and hanging from either nostril. 
When only one or two parts of an ani­ 
mal are painted on a man’s face, it is 
an indication of inferiority; when the 
whole animal appears, even though in 
many oddly assorted parts, the sign 
Is one of great value and indicates a 
high rank. 
Very peculiar are some of the honor­ 
able symbols painted on the Indians' 
faces. 
There are fish, flesh and fowl 
of all kinds-dog salmon, devilfish,

Columbus, O., Feb. 7.—At Governor 
Nash’s request the state emergency 
board authorized him to Incur any 
expense necessary, not exceeding $50,- 
J00, in the use of state militia to pre­ 
vent the proposed Jeffriee-ltuhlin con­ 
test at Cincinnati. 
Thisleft no question about the gov­ 
ernor’s intention to use the military 
arm of the state lf the law should 
fail to prevent the fight. 
Governor 
Nash believes the executive has no 
power to call out the militia without 
a request from 
the 
sheriff or the 
mayor, and it is thought he has ar­ 
ranged with Sheriff Taylor, of Ham­ 
ilton county, that the latter shall call 
for troops in case they are necessary 
to stop the fight 
Cincinnati, Feb. 7.—The second day 
of the Joffries-Ruhlin prizefight cases 
in court brought no indication as to 
when the hearing would be conclud­ 
ed. 
The state was making efforts to 
show that th* fights scheduled for 
this city Feb. lb are a public nills- 
ance under tho provisions of the Ohio 
law and on that ground a permanent 
Injunction is asked for. 
The 
pro­ 
moters of the fight and their counsel 
were contesting moves mode by the 
state, and if Judge Rouster shall re­ 
fuse to grant a restraining order the 
Sa eng erf est Athletic association an­ 
nounces it will proceed to pull off the 
boxing contest under the permit of 
Muyor Fleischmanu, notwithstanding 
the radical action taken by Governor 
Nash and other state officials since 
last Saturday, and especially Wednes­ 
day. 
The sale of seats, the training

the quarters of Jeffries, Ruhlin, Mar­ 
tin aud Childs, the work of arranging 
boxes and seats at the big hall, and 
all other preparations for the event 
one week from uext 
Friday night 
were proceeding Wednesday. 
It was 
evident that everything will be com­ 
pleted and In readiness before a de- 
cison by Judge Hollister shall be rem 
dered. 
The only suspension seemed 
to be In withholding the lithographs 
and other display advertising of the 
event. These. It was asserted, will be 
rapidly distributed lf Judge Hollis­ 
ter shall refuse to grant an injunc­ 
tion. 
Fenton Lawson, director and secre­ 
tary in both the musical ami athletic 
association, was the principal witness 
Wednesday.
